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Reports from friendly tribesmen who 
keep a close watch on the infiltration 
corridors in Laos indicate that over the 
past few weeks southbound traffic has been 
far lighter than the daily average of 25- 
30 trucks reached in December and Janu- 
ary. 



One of the principal factors con- 
tributing to the decline has been the 
heavy toll exacted on this traffic by 
US air attacks. In the past seven weeks 
pilots say they have destroyed some 300 
trucks and damaged another 300. These 
record totals stem from more widespread 
and effective use of forward spotting. 
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7. South Africa Prime Minister Verwoerd has sent 

Wilson a tough letter saying that South 
Africa will resist all efforts to force 
it into applying sanctions against Rho- 
desia . 

Verwoerd went on to warn that any 
attempt to extend these sanctions to 
South Africa would be opposed "by all 
the means at our disposal" and that the 
results on the British economy would be 
"dire."
